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SuxpAy CAr QUEsTION.—The City Sollci-
tor, In responsé to o request from the Mayor of
the eity, has prepared the following paper,
showing the state of the law on the interesting
subject of Bunday car travel:—

BrauET, PHILADRLrHIA, ha_v a0, 18060.—Hon.
Morton McMichael, Mavor, ete.—Doar Sird-
Your favor ot the 26ih instant was received by
me on the 28th instani. You therein inforin me
“that complamia have been lodged belore you
against & Passenger Rallway Company for run-
ning their cars on the SBabbath,” Yqu add “that
you undersiand the question involved in these
complaints to have been determined by Judicial
authority, and yon thereiore request of me in
formatinn ss to the stute of the law, snd instrue-
tions as to the action it will be proper lor you
to inke in the premizes,”

As the sublect reterred to In vour fMvor has
from time to time oceastoned much publie dis-
custlon, and aroused considerable feeling, |
bave endeavored to bestow upon it a careful
examination,

The aret legislative set of onr Infant coslony
was the recognition of the Christian rehigion.
It was pussed in 1700, Judge Duncan (in 11 8.
and R, 40%) remarks that “Before thix, in 1648,
Lord Balllmere pasced a law in Maryland, in
iavor of religious freedom, and 1t I8 x memo-
table tact that of the thst logislators who estab-
lished religious freedom one was & Roman
Catholie and the other a Friend.”

The act of 1766 recites, *“T'hat according to the
example of the primitive Chrstiaus and lor the
ease of creation, every first dav of the week,
commonly ealled Sundaw, all the people shall
abstain from toll anl labaor, that, whether mas-
ters, parents, children, servants, or othe-s, they
may better dispose themselves to read and hoar
the Holy Beripture at home, and frequent sach
meetings ol religious worship abrond ns may
best gurk their respective persupsions,”

It then probibita che service of process upon
the first dny of the week, save in the excopted
ciges of trew on, felony, or hreach ol the peace,
(gec, 4, 1 Bmith, 25), end jo & subsequent seo-
tion, probibit« drinking and tippling in taverna,
ete. (see. 6, 1 Smith, 25).

The act of Aprll 22, 1794, prohibits the per-
formance ol “any worldly emplosment or busi
ness whatsoever on the Lord's day, commonly
culled Bunday, works of pecessity and charity
only excepted,”

The last not upon this =ubleet was passed
Febroury 26, 18055, It prohibiis the sule of
liquor on Sunday, and imposes penaltios lor the
violation ol its provisions, (P, L., 18566, p. 83.)
It has vo applicution to the complaints to which
you allude. The lemslation which [ have thus
sketchied has, ot course, becn the subject of fre-
quent discussion 1o our courts, The only cases,
however, which now oceur to me as bearing
directly upon the question at present betore yon
are Com. ve, Johnson, and Com. vs, Jeandelle,
Com. v, Jobnson is reported in 10 Harrie, 102,
It was a proceeding to recover the fine of $4
imposed by the act ol 1794 above quuted, the
detendant baing the driver of an omuibus, hired
by the month. It was there held, in an able
opinion by the present Chiel Justice Woodward,
that “the running of public conveyances is
forbidden by the act of 1794, but that rravelliag
by private conveyance 1¢ not lorbidden.”

The case of Com. v& Jeaudelle is reported in
7 Am. L. Reg. 615, 2 Grant 506. 8 Plul, Rep.
509, and Legal Intelligencer, vol. xvi, p. 484,
It is not olten that s single iudividual attains
the legal notoriety enjoyed by this defendant,
Jendelle was three times heard upon the charge
of a breach o! the public peace, for driving a
rallway car upon Sunday, July 17, 1859, Belore
the committing magistrate he wae bound over.
He thereupon sued out w writ of habeas corpus
belore Mr. Justice Thompson, of the Supreme
Court, and alter a tull heanng he was remanded.
The case then came on in regular order belore
the Criminal Court, ul August Sessions, 1859,
and was again heard with great patience by Mr.
Justice Lindlow. The hearior upon both sides
ol this queelio vexala was exhuusted in the argu-
ments ot the array ol learned coun«el who re-
presented the prosecution and the defense, The
result was that the delendant was discharged.
This seeming conflict ot decisions is easily re-
conelled by the perusal of tne two oplutons, Mr.
Justice Thompson declded:—

1. *That the law gives to the publie the right
ol enjoying \bhe Sabbath as a day of rest and
religlous exercises, free aud clear of all dis-
turbances irom mercly unnecessary and unsl-
lowed worldly employment, and where the law
is contravened in such a manner as to disturb
that enjoyment, by noise or disturbance gocom-
panying it or incident to it, it is a breach of the

eace.

2. “That driving a public conveyance for
hire subjects the party to the penalty of $4,

imposed by the act of 1794,” the latter point |

baving been already decided o Common wenith
vE, Johnson, above quoted.

With the.e ralimgs Mr, Justice Ludlow agrees,

The remaining poition of the syllabas in 2
Grant roports Mr, Justice Thompson as dec-
dipg, a8 muiter of low,*tout the rapning ot cars
on pusseiger railroads on Sunday, by reagon of
the ueise accompauving them, is a disturbance
of the public peace of the Sabbath and the rights
o1 worship and o! rest, and the drivers ot such
cars may be arrested and Leld for a breach of
the poeace,”

11 this is the law without gualification or ex-
ception, thep every conductor and driver in
chiuge ol cars runniug on o passenger rallway
(und sull more clearly every conductor, engi-
neer, firemen, and brakesman on all the rowds
using locomotives) on Sunday is linble to arrest,
It mighe be asked, too, how, it this were the law,
that very delendant was subsequently disoharged
—i1or, beyond all question, he  had driven a ear
over a passenger railwas on Sunday.

The nuswer to s question is, that Mr, Jus-
tice Thompson was heariug the onse on habeas
curpus, He was not hoiding the Court to which
the delendaut bad been bound over, It was an
atterwpt by the wefendant (o obtain a discharge
Irom his recognizauce without appearing bhefore
the Court 10 which he had been held to answer.
Unless a0 clewrly appenre 1 that the prisoner was
“entirely innocent, the Judge was bound to bml
or remund hun.” Bughtley's Rep, 46,

An exnmination ol Mr, Justice Thompson's
opinion will show:—

Thut the syllubus, as above quoted, is not a
corrcet repory ol his rolwug, und chat be did not
decide that “the rupulug ol eard, by reason of
the volse nccompanyiug toem, is & breach of
the peace.”

The learned Judee wa- rpeaking of csuse in
relerence o that particular cuse—nol of all cars,
but ol that ear. He sass (2 Grant, 510):—**His
(Jeandelle's) driving the csy 4t the time of the
urrest was pocompauled by noize sullicient, as
the testimony shiows st the time, and by the ex-
pericuce ol the preceding Sabbath, to gready
witertere with public worship and disturb the
peoplie along the e, and was accompanied by
n cowd ol persous snd come disorderly cou-
duct, It the wituesses are to be belleved. 1
thivk this comstituted & breach of the peace of
the Babbath, as ordeined wod established by
the ace ol 1744, nnd Lhat, under the cooumslances,
an Arrest was proper. And at page 612 he re-
murks:—

“Lhe conclusion I have come to is to refuse
the dischuree of this man. 1 no forther declde
upon his chase than to refuse his discharge, Let
the law nand ki over to Lis proper judges al
the proper Ume. They will decide what 15 best
to be done when they shall bave heard all the
testimony o the cage,"

It is clear, therelore, that the Judge was
spenking al tilut cuwe only, snd in reference to,
the testimony before him ol “nolse greatly in-
tm'lﬂl-img with public worship sud disturbing the
people.”

Bolore Mr. Justice Ludlow the evidence pre-
dented a diticrent nspect,

He suye, in commenting upon the fucls (3 Leg.
Iat, 5143:—*"The evidence lor the prosecution
1alls to conneet this defendant with the transac.
tons of the Bunday preceding his arrest; he
therelore not respensible tor the alleged breach
ol the pesce which ecourred on that day, wnd
wo diemiss the testimony as irrelevant, unless
the running of a alngle par, af the wsual rale of
spded, (8 indeed a breach of the pease—a question
10 Le heresiter nottced and dewrminea. The
evvdence Jor the prosecution relating to the oo

| the erection of a schookhouse on lot

of the arvest; lind also fled 1o convince us that
this defendunt committed a breach ot the
peaoe, lor the.car which be drove moved wilh-
oul acinal wolse or distuibianee of any kind fora
diamn::o ol two squares, when the arvest took
place,’

The lewrned Judge then rules that the de
fendant was not responslble for a breach of the
peace hooause a crowd asEembled, thore being
no evidence of a single acl of disorder, nor 1or
the misbebavior of others alter his arrest.

He then considers the question whether the
driving of the cur at the usual rate of speed was
i brench of the peace.

The Curt allude to the fact that "'the cars
were to be driven according 10 a code of printed
rules adopted by the Company, and intended to
prevent an actusl breach of the pesce,” and
then say, “What would have been the result ol
the experiment about to pe triel by the Com-
{mny 18, ol courde, n wmuiter o1 mere conjee-
ure,

As the nrrest wae made before “the experl
ment"” was tested, the Court ruled that it wis
“premature,” and that “the detendant was cn-
titled to his discharge.”

It seems, therefore, clear to my mind, that the
evidence betore the two Judges was not the
eame. It dad appear to both that the defendant
drove the ear on a Sunday, but on the hearing
before Mr., Justice Thompson, the witnesses
swore to noise “interfering with Iluhhl‘ worship
and disturbing the people,” whilst before Mr,
Justice Ludlow the evidence was, that the eur
“moved without swetnal noise or disturbance ol
nuy Kind”

Thie j&8 & diccrepancy which, unfortunately,
12 nut uncommon, especially In cas<a whers
witneeses at the fird Learing speak under an ex-
citement which abates hefore the fioal rial ol
the chse,

It would seem, therefore, from these rulinags,
that the mere running o & cur was nol je-
garded by cither Judee a8 u breach of the pablic

wnce,
' 1 have thus endenvored, at the rizk of bejng
tedions, 1o present you an analy=ig of the legs
lation and decisions ruling the case now pre-
sented to your wetion.

In my humble opinion the following viewsare
deducible from the above eitutions:

1. ‘Ihnt the runving of a railroad car on
Bunday subjects all the employes of the company
enguged 10 that unlawiul act to n ine of four
dollars, and in defanlt of payment thereol to an
imprisovment of alx day s.

2. That, in addition to these penalties, the
l[mrlieu concerned may also be bound over for s
wench of the peace where the act 18 nccompa-
pied by circumstances woich amount to un -
fraction of the gcod order which should be
sucredly observed upon the Saboata,

8. That wherethe net is gnaltended with a dls-
turbanee of Lthe peoce, there ean ba no arrest,

Chiet Justice Tilghman presenis the whole
law :I»l the case iu these clear and emphatic
WUl i—

“Ihe violation of the Sabbath s & erime
which deserves puoishmeat, but when that vio-
lation consists of work without nolse or disorder,
there i« nothiug in it like sn actual breach of
the penee.” (Com. ve. Evre, 18, & R,, 347.)

I would, therelore, respectiully recommenid
that where the complainants qoalify to s state

ol tacts which, yu your judement, constitute a
brefich of the peace as above defined, warrants
be lesued for the arrest of all parties concerned
in the desecration of the Babbath, the relizions
otservance of which is justly regarded as the
corner-stone of public moraliy.

Where, however, the evidenoe does not make
out & breach of the public peace, the remedy
ghould be contined to the impasition of the fine,
